Big Bond Issue Faces Ontario 


Both Upland and Ontario looked towards 1948 today with 
great confidence but for each city loomed major problems 
that must be adequately dealt with in the new year ahead. 

Faced with an increasing population and a limited num- 
ber of reservoirs, the amount of Upland’s water supply will 
grow to even greater importance next year. 

Greatest single item for ‘48 in Ontario will be the pro- 
posed million dollar bond issue for construction of a new 
sewage plant which both Ontario and Upland have needed 


for some time.

majority of nearly 5 to 1. election 


Of the total votes cast, 3,083 
against the annexation, 
while 669 tavored it. In the desert 
areas, a total of 2,116 votes were 
cast in opposition, with only 184 
votes for the measure. 

Opposition to the annexation 
was expressed strongly by the 
desert communities, who were 
later joined by the San Bernardino 
County Taxpayers’ association. 

In an open statement issued 
last night, organizations of desert 
communities thanked voters for 
opposing the annexation. The 
statement was signed by the Ade- 
lanto, Barstow, Lucerne Valley 
and Victor Valley chambers of 
vommerce, the Citizens’ League of 
Trona, Business Men’s association 
of Victorville, the Mojave Valley 
Citizens’ league and the Pomona 
grange of Victor Valley. 

In mountain and valley towns 
alike. a strong vate was cast 
against the annexation. Rialto, 
with a vote of 45 in favor of the 
annexation and 41 against, was 
the only town recording a major- 
ity vote favoring the proposal. 

Although not actually taking 
part in the election, disapproval 
to the annexation has been voiced 
by residents and school officials 
of the Chaffey district.
